Mr. J o h n s o n -I suggest th a t th e bill, sim ply to 
save tim e, be considered as read, and let it be 
prin ted . 
It will go upon th e jo u rn al as having been 
read. 
Mr. E nos—I do n o t th in k th a t bill com es u n d er 
th e u rg en t necessity provision. 
Mr. S attkrw h ite— I m ove to am end bv adding 
th e San Francisco delegation to the staff of the 
S ecretary to assist in reading th e bill. 
Mr. Conoev—I m ove th a t th e first re id in g of th e 
bill be disjkensed w ith, on th e g round of u rg en t 
necessity. 
I th in k th a t an y person w ho looks at 
th a t bill once will th in k it a ease of u rg en t neces­ 
sity. 
Mr. Nki m a n .n— I m ove to am end, th a t it be read 
by title. 
Mr. J o h n s o n — On second th o u g h t, I w ithdraw my 
suggestions, and call for th e reading of th e bill. 
Mr. Sattkrwiiitk said th e re was no m otion before 
th e Senate. 
H e hoped th e rules w ould be enforced, 
and no S en ato r be allowed to m ak e a m otion o r d is­ 
cuss it u n til recognized by th e P resident and th e 
q uestion stated . 


.VKHSAGK FROM TIIK ASSEM BLY. 


A m essage was received from th e A ssem bly, a n ­ 
nouncing th e adoption by th e A ssem bly of C oncur­ 
ren t R esolution No. 11—relativ e to th e establish­ 
m ent of a dead-letter office a t San Francisco ; and 
th a t th e Assem bly had concurred in Senate C oncur­ 
ren t R esolution No. 1*2—relative to th e app o in tm en t 
of a com m ittee to p resen t a case to th e Suprem e 
C ourt. 
THE BILL READING. 
Mr. Conger—I renew th e m otion th a t we dispense 
w ith th e first reading of th e bill, on th e g round of 
u rg en t necessity, and th a t th e bill be read by title. 
I do n o t th in k we have tim e allo tted to us by the 
C o n stitution to read a g reat m any of th a t kind of 
bills th re e tim es a t length, and I th in k th a t all of 
th e honorable Senate? s will see th e necessity of sus­ 
pending th e provisions of th e C o n stitution on bills 
of th a t length. 
Mr. Bakkk—I w as one of tho se w ho voted against 
th e rule of th e Senate for th e reading of bills three 
tim es a t length, and th e fix th a t th e Senate now 
finos itself in is th e resu lt of th e rule adopted by a 
m ajority of th e Senate. 
B u t, as we have th a t rule, 
we are bound to follow it th ro u g h alt its legitim ate 
consequences. 
I do n o t u n d erstan d th a t a case of 
urgency is a case of convenience, and to my m ind 
th ere is noth in g b u t th e convenience of th e Senate 
which a t th is tim e lends any su p p o rt to th is m otion. 
T here is no d anger th a t th e city of San Francisco 
will ru n aw ay. 
1 would gladly dispense w ith the 
reading of these and all hills th e first tim e, because 
I do not believe th a t th a t was th e construction and 
practice intended to be followed o u t by th is C onsti­ 
tu tio n . 
B ut, inasm uch as th e Señale has voted to 
read th e Je bills th e first tim e a t len g th , I shall op­ 
pose dispensing w ith it u n til we have changed tiie 
rule in regard to all bills, an d shall vote ag ain st th e 
sus|>emliiig of th e rules in regard to any bill, 
w h eth er it b elo n g or sh o it, unless th e re he some 
im perative, u rg en t necessity, which to my m ind is 
n o t th is case. 
1 shall vole ag ainst a suspension of 
th e rules. 
Mr. CoNgkr—I d id vote in favor of p u ttin g th a t 
constru ctio n upon th e C o n stitu tio n , b u t 
1 
also 
ski ted a t th e sam e tim e th e sam e proposition which 
I advance now —th a t in certain cases * e could sus­ 
pend th e rule and th e C o n stitu tio n an I consider it 
to be a case of urgency, on account of th e brief 
tim e allo tted u s t » m ake all th e law s of th e S tate t«> 
conform to th e new C onstitu tio n , and I do consider 
now tb u t th is case is one of u rg en t necessity, and 
w ould com e u d e r a p ro p er constru ctio n of th e Con­ 
stitu tio n . 
M r. N eumann—I m ove th a t th e hill he laid on the 
tab le and m ade th e «[icci.il o rd er for F eb ru ary 1st. 
M r. Conger— I accept th e am endm ent. 
Mr. E nos—I th in k th a t th is bill is en titled to be 
tre ated w ith th e sam e co u rtesy th a t all bills arc 
treated . 
Mr. N eumann—I propose to have som e business 
done here. 
Before th a t tim e I th in k we will have a 
co n struction by th e S uprem e C ourt, and it will fa­ 
cilitate business. 
M r. Sattbrwiiite — I u n d erstan d it ta k es a two- 
th ird s vote to ad o p t th e m otion of th e S enator in 
fro n t cf m e (Mr. N eum ann).

FITZ JOHN PORTER. 


The minority report in the case of Fitz 
John Porter is a remarkable document. 
It appears to be an elaborate attem pt to 
evade the force of all the facts which since 
the conclusion of the rebellion have come to 
light iu regard to that matter. 
The cir­ 
cumstances which have been developed 
since the first trial was held are of a char­ 
acter to convince dispassionate observers 
that General Porter has been the victim of 
a series of misrepresentations and misun­ 
derstandings, and that the acts for which 
he was punished were performed in the 
strict line of duty. 
W e do not think any 
one who has followed the case carefully 
can have reached any other conclusion. 
The order sent by General Pope, and upon 
which the whole case turns, has been 
proved 
to 
have 
been 
written in en­ 
tire 
misapprehension 
of 
the 
actual 
position 
of 
the 
enemy, 
while 
the delay in its transmission caused by the 
badness of the roads brought it to Porter 
at a time when he could not have followed 
it strictly without endangering the whole 
Army of Virginia. 
The minority report 
ignores all the later developments, and per­ 
sists in regarding Porter as guiity, but, as 
if on purpose to bring its authors into utter 
contempt, it concludes by recommending 
bis pardon on the almost incredible ground 
that amnesty has been very generally ex­ 
tended to the most prominent leaders of 
the rebellion. 
This is adding insult to in­ 
jury. 
There is no evidence to show that 
Porter was at any tim e less loyal than 
Hooker, and it would be quite as reasonable 
to accuse the latter of sym pathy with 
the rebellion because he failed to utilize 
his 
advantage over Stonewall Jackson, 
and so permitted the latter to break out of 
the trap which had been prepared for him, 
and which nobody now doubts could have 
been effectively sprung had Hooker not 
hesitated just when decisive action was 
needed. 
General Pope was never fair to 
Porter, and the extent of his unfairness 
has within the past year been shown more 
cleaily than ever. 
Porter has suffered 
terribly for what we believe the best and 
most impartial judges regard now as no 
fault of his own. 
He ought to be rein­ 
stated in his rank, and in such a way as to 
prove that the country is thoroughly con­ 
vinced of the wrong that has been done 
him. 


BECK ON 
FINANCE. 


The speech made by Beck upon national 
finance the other day appears to have been 
one of the regulation Greenback type. 
It 
is appareutly imposs.ble for the advocates 
of financial fallacies ever to make correct 
statements of fact. 
Otherwise Mr. Beck 
would not have exposed himself to ridicule 
bye'tin g W . I). K elley as authority for the 
truth of the now notorious Bismarck con­ 
versations. 
Mr. Beck ought to kuow, and 
if he does not the country knows, that 
Prince Bismarck has flatly and indig­ 
nantly 
repudiated 
the 
statements put 
in 
his 
month 
by 
K elley, 
whom 
he 
stigmatizes 
as 
either 
a 
reck­ 
less inventor 
or 
an amazingly stupid 
person. 
It is very certain that Bismarck 
never told K elley that he regretted the de­ 
monetization of silver by Germany, or that 
it was his mtenMou to commence the re­ 
issue of it. 
In fact all that K elley has 
said about the silver question in Germany 
is now known to be fiction. 
It was, there­ 
fore, unfortunate that Mr. Beck should 
cite the champion of pig-iron in support of 
his own financial misrepresentations. 
As 
regards his own statements, they are, with 
scarcely an exception, inaccurate : that i-, 
where he undertakes to give exact per­ 
centages and proportions. 
His cry of 
“ Let 
well 
em ugli 
alone” 
has 
the 
fatal 
objection 
that 
the 
present 
financial 
situation 
is

“ well i 
4 enough,” but that in many respects it is 
the reversa of well enough. 
W hat the 
Greenbackers really mean, however, is 
that they are ia tavor of 
letting the 
country drift into the adoption of the sil­ 
ver standard. 
They cauuot endure that 
the currency shonlJ be stable and honest, 
and they proclaim in effect that they will 
never rest until they have restored the 
premium on gold, aud brought greenbacks 
to a heavy discount. 
Ttiat is what their 
motto of “ Let well enough alone ” really 
implies, and Republican politicians w ill do 


w ell to realize the danger to which they 
are exposing the country by acquiescing in 
the insidious proposal to let everything

The new Constitution provides 
that 
“ after the first day of January, 1SS2, the 
“ labor of convicts shall not be let out by 
“ contract to any person, copartnership, 
“ company, or corporation, aud the Legis- 
“ lature shall, by law, provide for the 
“ working of the convicts for the benefit 
“ of the State.” 
The clear interpretation 
of this is that the contract system shall not 
be discontinued until 1882, but a bill has 
been introduced iu the Assembly prohibiting 
the employment of prisoners by contract, 
not merely in the State Prisons, hut in 
County Jails and all other places of con­ 
finement. 
The bill provides 
that no 
prisoners shall be employed except by the 
State or county. 
In the case of County 
Jads this would practically prevent the 
employment of prisoners in any way, since 
it involves the expenditure by the counties 
of 
large 
sums 
for 
plant 
wherewith 
to 
employ 
them. 
la 
the 
case 
of 
the 
State 
Prisons 
it 
is 
useless 
to 
enact such a law unless an appropria­ 
tion is at the same time made for furnish­ 
ing the requisite machinery. 
It must be 
realized that under the new Constitution 
the State is compelled to employ the con­ 
victs, and that this change implies embark­ 
ation iu an extensive manufacturing busi­ 
ness, or in several businesses. 
To carry 
out this scheme the exiicnditure of consid­ 
erable capital is necessary, and it will also 
necessitate the employment of a large stall' 
of managers, guards and overseers. 
The 
fact, stated by Governor Irwin in his last 
message, that the adoption of the new’ Con­ 
stitution has already virtually broken up 
the contract system, may appear to justify 
the present passage of such a law as has 
been introduced, but it m ust be evident to 
all 
who 
have 
examined 
the 
subject 
that a mere prohibition of contract labor 
could produce no other effect than to rele­ 
gate all the convicts to a state of absolute 
inactivity. 
It is not enough to say that 
the State shall henceforth employ them. 
The means of employing them must be 
provided, and it will be very difficult to 
do anything in this direction without 
reference to the theory of prison manage­ 
ment contemplated by the Board of Prison 
Directors. 
In fact all legislation of this 
kind ought to come from them, and the 
Legislature should not embarrass them or 
interfere with their plans of reform by 
hastily adopting measures which may prove 
to lie quite incompatible with their inten­ 
tions. 
The question of employment is 
bound up with that of administration, and 
since the latter has been committed to the 
Board, all cognate subjects should also be 
left to their initiation. 


The desire manifested by the W orking­ 
men to abolish the contract system of 
prison labor Í3 a curious illustration of un­ 
intelligent persistence. The belief on w'hicli 
it rests is, that if the contract system is 
done away with, the products of convict 
labor will not enter into competition with 
the products of free labor. 
But this idea 
is fallacious. 
It can make no difference to 
free labor whether the State or the con­ 
tractors employ the convicts. 
Iu either 
case the things they make w ill be put in 
competition with free labor. 
The State 
must use every effort to make the pri.-ons 
self-supporting, and to do this all that the 
convicts produce m ust be sold at the high­ 
est market rates. 
There is iu fact no 
way in which free labor can he relieved 
from the necessity of supporting convict 
labor, 
for 
if 
the 
convicts 
were 
not 
permitted to w’ork at all the only result 
would bo to increase taxation, and so the 
people would have to pay everything. 
If 
convicts are employed in any kind of mar­ 
ketable production they will come in con­ 
tact with free labor, and to the extent 
that penal labor is the cheaper they will 
help to keep down the earnings of free­ 
men. 
This is a fact which the Sand Lot 
appears to have missed hitherto, though it 
is almost self-evident. 
The contract sys­ 
tem has undoubtedly many serious defects, 
ami it has been abolished in several States 
with good results. 
But it never was 
responsible for the competition of which 
the Workingmen 
complain, that 
com­ 
petition 
being 
inseparable 
from 
any 
scheme of convict labor. 
It muxt also 
he pointed out that unless 
great 
care 
is taken 
in 
making 
the 
change, and 
unless the responsible prison authorities 
are given such control of the matter as to 
make them accountable, there is great 
danger that there w ill be waste and ex­ 
travagance under the new system, and 
that the attem pt to 
make the 
prisons 
self-supporting will prove a failure. 
For 
this reason nothing should be done in 
haste. 
The Board will have time, after 
having ascertained the existing state of 
affairs, to draft whatever legislation is 
needed for the carrying out of their du­ 
ties, and the Board is the only body which 
can now be looked to for an intelligent and 
comprehensive scheme of prison manage­ 
ment. 
As to the proposed extension of 
the prohibition of contract labor to county 
jails, it is irrelevant, aud ought not to be 
assented to. 


THE LABOR BUREAU. 


Several propositions for a Labor Bureau 
have been advanced. 
It is evidently a pet 
project with the representatives of the 
Workingmen. 
Before any legislation is 
had on it, however, the public would like 
to know what its supporters expect aud 
desire. 
One bill calls for an appropriation 
of 810,000 for this purpose. 
Is not that a 
great deal of money for what seems at 
present a vague 
and somewhat misty 
scheme? 
W hat is the bureau for? 
To 
collect statistics about labor? 
And to 
what end ? 
W e have had some experience 
of bureaus of this kind, and never knew 
any practical results to come from them. 
As a rule they do nothing more than 
gather a mass of statistics, which are 
piled into a biennial report in an undi­ 
gested condition. 
The report is then sent 
to the Legislature, and being printed, 
copies are plated on the desks o: members. 
The press prints a more or less brief a; 
count of the report, and that is the end of 
the matter. 
Tne truth is that the mere 
gathering of statistics seldom tends to any 
beneficial 
action, and 
that, moreover, 
not ever} body is qualified to undertake 
this kind of work. 
Congress has b-en 
gathering statistics about labor for many 
years. 
In the voluminous reports of the 
several committees that have taken testi­ 
mony 
on 
thu 
subject, 
and 
in 
the 
special 
reports 
prepare! 
for 
C-mgrc -s 
by 
Mr. 
Youog, 
and 
iu 
the 
Con­ 
sular 
reports 
published 
last 
year, 
can l>e found nearly all tire saiient facts 
that any new burean 
woul i Le at all 
likely to discover. 
Such n bureau could 
hardly oper..to as an employment office, 
though we are by no means certain whether 
that is not one of the purposes contem­ 
plated for it. 
If, however, anything use­ 
ful can be done in that w ay, it can he done 
at a very moderate ■ expense. 
One Com­ 
missioner and one clerk would be amply 
sufficient, and a fourth cf the amount pro­ 
posed ought to cover all the expenses of 
the bureau. 
The people are not prepared 


to sanction the creation of a fat sinecure 
for anybody, and those who think it possi­ 
ble to carry such a project will have their 
labor for their pains.

TELEGRAPHIC. 


LAST NIGHTS DISPATCHES TO THE RECORE­ 
UNION. 


The other day a terrible explosion oc­ 
curred in an English colliery, resulting in 
the death of between seventy and ninety 
men. 
It is worth noticing that though in 
this case the loss ot life was almost exactly 
the same as tliat in the Tay bridge acci­ 
dent, yet it has attracted scarcely any 
attention, w’hereas the railroad disaster 
thrilled the civilized world. 
Nor can it be 
said that the elements of the sensational 
are much more prominent in the one case 
than in the other. 
Nothing can exceed 
the horror of an explosion of fire-damp in a 
deep working full of people. 
Death there 
comes in his most appalling forms, for if 
the victims are not killed at once they are 
nearly always cut off from relief and 
doomed to a slow and dreadful death. 
The agony suffered by their wives aud 
friends who gather in crowds at the pit's 
inouth is on such occasions heartrending to 
witness, and the whole surroundings areas 
full of misery as human conditions can be. 
The sufferers of the Tay Bridge casualty 
were hurled to death in a moment. 
There 
was no lingering paiu in their case, but all 
was over iu a twinkling. 
Y et it is certain 
that the bridge accident aroused far more 
interest than the colliery accident has 
done, and this probably for no other reason 
than that loss of life in mines is compara­ 
tively frequent, while the hurling of a 
whole train full of people into eternity does 
not often happen.

Napa Re ¡jitter: A wild hog, supposed to 
be 10 or 12 years old and weighing three 
hundred pounds, was shot in the redwoods 
a few days ago. 
Spence Hill, a gambler, who was well 
known throughout the country, committed 
suicide last Saturday morning near Albany, 
Or., by cutting his throat. 
The Stockton Independent is agitated. 
It asks : “ W hat has become of the Board 
of Health ? 
Is it still in existence, or has 
it become a defunct institution ? 
It is a 
long time since anything has been heard 
from it.” 
It is reported that Ami Bogue, a young 
stock-raiser of W asco county, Or., was 
frozen to death about two weeks ago while 
herding his flocks on Rock creek. 
He 
formerly lived in Polk county, where his 
relatives still reside. 
Ventura, Santa Barbara and San Luis 
Obispo counties have paid much attention 
to Lima beans, and have made so much 
profit out of thorn that a much larger area 
will be put in this year, and fears are en­ 
tertained that the marked will be swamped 
by an excessive supply. 
Richard Nolan, who died recently at The 
Dalles, was on hoard Admiral Nelson’s 
ship, the Victory, at the great and deci­ 
sive battle of Trafalgar, which was fought 
on the 21st day of October, 1805. 
Nolan 
was a native of the Isle of Malta, and 
joined the sl-.ip during her stay at that fa­ 
mous rendezvous. He served asa “ powder 
monkey” during the battle, being a trifle 
over 13 years of age. 
Though he lived at 
The Dalles several years he never spoke of 
his service in that distinguished battle, 
and it was not known until after his death 
even by his most intimate friends. 
The young wheat is reported to he in a 
thrifty condition throughout San Joaquin 
county. 
The plants are stocky and firm, 
and will push out vigorously in warm 
weather. 
Some of the farmers on the 
W est Side are becoming somewhat dis­ 
pirited over the prospect in portions of that 
section. 
More rain is needed, not only on 
the West Side, bet everywhere throughout 
the length and breadth of San Joaquin 
valley. 
W hile the young crops have not 
suffered thus far, a lack of moisture dur­ 
ing February and March would prove de­ 
structive to the wheat crops iu many lo­ 
calities. 
The Red Bluff Sentinel, 10th instant, is 
responsible for the following : 
“ A China­ 
man presented himself 
at the County 
Clerk's ollice this morning about 0 o’clock, 
to obtain a license to m any an Indian 
squaw. 
The Chinaman claims to he 38 
years old, while tile dusky maiden’s age is 
23. 
It has long been claimed by scientists 
that the Indian is a descendant of the Chi­ 
nese, and the coming together of these two 
might be productive of great results. 
The 
Chinaman, we understand, lives 
in the 
neighborhood of Stoncy ereck, where the 
maiden resides. 
W e believe this is the 
first instance of the kind that has hap­ 
pened since the Chinese have invaded our 
coast.” 
Some months ago Dr. McKenzie, a tem­ 
perance reformer, came to Virginia, and as 
the result of his efforts organized a Reform 
Club. 
This association, instead of melting 
away after the departure of its founder, as 
is too often the case with organizations of 
the kind, has, on the contrary, grown in 
strength and usefulness. 
Its membership 
has steadily increased, and its weekly en­ 
tertainments have become one of the pleas­ 
antest social features of the city. 
The 
Club is so far prosperous that its members 
already d ’scuss the propriety of erecting a 
building of their own. 
This Reform Club 
is doing for the community a work which 
entitles it to the respect and gratitude of 
all who desire the lessening of poverty, 
misery and crime.—[Virginia Chronicle.

A Hairs uf the National Caiiital. 
[Special to the K k c o r d -U k i o s .J 
W a sh in g to n . January 22d.—The resolution 
offered by Whitt home. Chairman of the 
Committee on Naval Affairs, adopted bv the 
House of Representatives yesterday, directs 
the Secretary of the Navy to furnish to the 
House any and all information in possession 
of his Department relating to the formation 
of bars and deposits of mud. sand and gravel 
in the bay at or near Mare L-land, and to in­ 
form the House w hether any steps have been 
taken, 
or 
are 
contemplated, 
to 
ar­ 
rest such 
formations 
or deposits, 
and 
whether, 
in 
his opinion, 
such 
forma­ 
tions or 
deposits can 
he permanently 
prevented. 
Secretary Thompson, in response 
to this resolution, will transmit a considera­ 
ble amount of information, showing the ef­ 
fects of the milling debris deposit upon nav­ 
igation, the character of the hay near Mare 
Island, and will inform the House that he 
purposes appointing a Commission of navy 
officers to make a personal investigation of 
the subject, and report what should be done 
to maintain a channel of adequate depth from 
Mare Island through San Pablo Bay. 
This 
action, of course, will draw attention to the 
whole debris subject, and there is good reason 
to believe will greatly facilitate the procure­ 
ment of congressional legislation upon it. 


Reports were telegraphed to some newspa­ 
pers last night, anil rumors w-re circulated 
here to-day, tfiat the Senate Finance Com­ 
mittee has sent a message to the President 
advising him to withdraw Morton’s nomina­ 
tion, as the only means of saving it from re­ 
jection.

“ This,” says President

Much has been said and written of the cold 
weather of the present winter, and the opin­ 
ions expressed and statem ents given vary so 
widely as to afford no satisfactory informa­ 
tion upon the subject. 
The general current 
of assertion and belief seems to be th at the 
present winter is much colder than the win­ 
ter of 1878 9. and the present damaged ap­ 
pearance of orange trees, and semi-tropical 
plants generally, would seem to indicate such 
to be the fact. 
The apparent physical effects 
of cold, however, are often deceptive, and the 
following data, obtained from Sergeant M. 
M. Sickler, in charge of the U nited States 
Signal Station in this city, as to periods of 
low tem perature which have occurred since 
the establishment of the Signal Service at 
this point, in July, 1877, will be of interest 
upon this subject. 
The following table of 
maximum (highest) and minimum (lowest) 
points reached by the thermometer is from 
the official records of the Signal Service, and 
while it may not agree with preconceived 
opinions, m ust be accepted as standard au­ 
thority :

THE 
WALKING 
MATCH. 


The lowest tem perature reached in the 
winter, 1877-8, occurred on January 3, 187S, 
when it was at 27 , or 5’ below freezing. The 
period til low tem perature at this time con­ 
tinued from January 1st to January 5th, 
each n L h t registering below freezing point, 
while during the days the 
thermometer 
ranged as high as 5T. 
The lowest point 
reached during th at winter outside of this 
cold sjiell was in December, when the ther­ 
mometer stood at 30°, or freezing point, on 
the 31st, but which was in reality a part of 
this low period of January. 
The mean tem ­ 
perature of December was 48', and in Ja n ­ 
uary it was 49’. 
The lowest tem perature during the winter 
of 1878-9 occurred on December 29, 1878, 
when the thermometer stood at 23’—the low­ 
est point registered since the Signal Office 
was established in this city. 
The period of 
low tem perature at this time commenced at 
28’ on the 2litli of that month and suddenly 
changed after the 29th, and only reaching as 
low as 38 on the 30th. 
During this cold 
wave the tem perature in the day-time raised 
as high as 52' on the 29tli, being the same day 
upon which the unusually low point occurred. 
Another period of low tem perature was ex­ 
perienced during the following month, com­ 
mencing on January 13th and ending on the 
20th, the cold each night, with one exception, 
reaching below freezing point, the lowest be­ 
ing a t 29' oa January lfi.h. 
The mean tem ­ 
perature for December, 1873, was 41», and for 
January 45 , while on the 3d day of Decem­ 
ber, 1878, the maximum of heat was GIF, and 
in January, 1879, it reached G3' on the 24th. 
The lowest period of tem perature thus far 
the present winter commeuced on the 23d of 
December and continued to January 2d, dur­ 
ing which time, with one exception, the 
thermometer registered below freezing every 
night, and on the 24rh and 26th of December 
reached as low as 25*, or 7 below freezing. 
The highest, temperature during these eleven 
days was 46' on January 2d, while the average 
of highest temperature during this cold spell 
was 43'. 
In this period of eleven days is included all 
the low tem perature of the present winter in 
which the thermometer has registered as low 
a- 32°, except on the morning of the 12th in­ 
stant, when the tem perature was 31' : but 
this low state was not continued, and 35 on 
the following morning was the lowest since 
that date. 
The mean tem perature for De­ 
cember, 1879, was 41°, and the meau temper­ 
ature for the first twenty-one days of the 
present month lias been precisely the same as 
that for December. 
As a further comparison 
■ Í the wii ter seasons, for the petiod since the 
Signal Office was established in this city, it 
may be stated th at the average of lowest 
daily tem peratures for the month of Decem­ 
ber, 1S77, was 39’; for January, 1878, 42'; 
for December, 1878, 35°; for January, 1879, 
36°; for December, 1879, 36'. 
The present winter has been commonly de­ 
nominated as the coldest of the past twenty- 
live years, and that even by the “ oldest in­ 
habitant,'’ but it will be observed th at atno 
time during the present winter has the tem­ 
perature reached as low a point by two de­ 
gress as on December 28, 1878, when it stood 
at 23'. 
Those w ho have noticed the unusual 
effects of the freezing the present winter 
upon the foliage of .-end-tropical plants and 
trees, have observed, and correctly, that in­ 
jury by the frosts the preient winter ¡3 
much greater than last winter, and from 
this naturally conclude th at it is because of 
lower temperature. 
This is not, however, 
the case, as has been shown, and the cause of 
the greater injury and apparent harder freez­ 
ing this winter arises from the continuation 
for several days of unusual low temperature, 
and not upon the extreme low point reached 
upon a single day. 
A t the time in Decem­ 
ber, 1878, when the extreme low tem perature 
of 23 was reached (2' lower than the pre.-ent 
winter), the period of low tem perature only 
covered four days, and the extreme low tem­ 
perature only occurred upon one day, the 
morning of the 29th, while upon the same 
day it rose to 52’, and on the succeeding night 
the mercury only fell to 38“. 
The period of 
low tem perature during the ¡«-went winter, 
as has already been mentioned, continued for 
eleven days, commencing on December 23d 
and ending January 21. The lowest tem pera­ 
ture during this time was on the 24th and 
26th of dlecember, on both of which days the 
thermometer 
registered 23°, but 
it will 
be observed th at following these two days 
of greatest cold, instead of a sudden chance 
to a hi-h temperature, as in December, 1S78, 
the period of low tem perature contiuued for 
seven days thereafter, and iu this fact is to 
bs found the solution of tiie greater injury to 
vegetation during the present winter than 
that produced in 1878 by a lower degree of 
temperature. 
Tbe-e figures in relation to 
temperature are taken from the self-register­ 
ing thermometers nt the United States Sig­ 
nal Strvice, which are of the most accurate 
standard in use, and which, from their eleva­ 
tion to a point of about 35 feet ab ive the 
earth’s surface, will somewhat vary from 
thermometers located near the ground. 
The 
perfect accuracy of registering and the su­ 
periority of the Signal Service records for 
making comparisons renders deductions from 
them unquestionable.

M ost Englishm en of th e lower m iddle 
class and th e lower class in cities have a 
way of w alking which is a distinguishing 
habit of common life. 
I had observed it 
in Englishm en of this sort in the streets of 
New York, w here I could tell them by it 
as far as I could see them . They lay them ­ 
selves out in th eir w alking as if they were 
doing a day’s work. 
They w alk not only 
w ith th eir feet and legs, b u t w ith th eir 
hips and th eir shoulders and th eir arm s, 
not sw inging the latter, b u t arching them 
out more or less from th eir sides, and p u t­ 
ting them forw ard stiffly as they ste]). 
W ithal they look conscious of th eir walking, 
and seem w ell pleased th a t they are doing 
the correct tiling. 
T his gait and carriage 
of body is m ost rem arkable in the soldiers 
th a t one sees about the streets of London 
and of garrison towns like C anterbury, and 
in the vulgar creature who has come to lie 
known by the generic nam e ’A rry. 
You 
will m eet tw o soldiers tightened up to the 
extrem e of endurance it their scarlet shell 
jackets, w ith little flat caps so far down 
the sides of their heads th a t you cannot 
see w hy they hesitate a t coming down all 
the way, and these tw o fellows, one of 
whom is p retty sure to carry a rattan 
w ith a jaunty air, will tak e up the room 
of three men by the set-out of their four 
arm s from their four Bides, and will walk 
as if their locomotion, instead of being by 
hum an muscles, w ork by clock-work and 
steam. 
The num ber of th eir im itators 
cannot be told ; but an English gentlem an 
has none of th is toilsom e swagger. 
H e 
walks quite easily and unconsciously, and 
generally w ith a good, m anly stride, just 
as a man of corresponding po-ition in Bos­ 
ton, N ew Y ork or Philadelphia will walk. 
B ut in those places you will not see in 
persons of inferior condition th a t strange 
mode of locomotion w hich I have enilcav- 
i re i to describe. 
Gentlem en in England have a very gen­ 
eral fashion of wearing rings in w hat 
seemed to me a very lady-like way. 
A 
signet ring, engraved w ith a cipher, a 
crest, or a beautiful design, seems fit an i 
becoming upon the hand of a man who can 
afford to keep it clean and out of danger of 
knocks and blows. 
N or are we unaccus­ 
tomed to see exam ples of annular gorgeov.s- 
ness—notably vast am ethysts—upon hands 
which are not so cared lor. 
B ut this is 
not the ring-w earing of gentlem en in En­ 
gland. 
Tlo-re sm all rinca set w ith stones 
are iu favor. Diamonds set in heavy hoops, 
rubies as eves in the heads of golden snakes 
which coil t iree or four tim es around the 
fiuger. diam onds and rubies, diam onds and 
sapphires, in alternation, are seen upon the 
lingers of m ost of the men who are above 
th e lower m iddle class—nobleuien, clergy­ 
men. arm y officers, university dons, hard­ 
headed men of affairs, m erchants. 
N o t one 
ring o n ly ; indeed, a single ring upon a 
m an’s hand is rath er exceptional. 
You 
sh ill sea a big tellow w ith big brown hands, 
or an elderly man of staid business habits, 
w ith th n e or even four jew eled rings upon 
his fingers : not unfrequently theie will 
be tw o upon one finger. 
The turquoise is 
in great favor—the m ost unm anly and 
w om an-prrper of all precious stones in my 
judgm ent-: most suitable to th e fairest and 
softest of the sex. 
I t is frequently al­ 
ternated w ith th e diam ond on a heavy 
hoop, a w ide space being lift betw een the 
stones. 
The fashion impressed me as quite 
incongruous w ith m anly dignity arid sim ­ 
plicity. 
B ut perhaps t u s w as m erely be­ 
cause I w.is unaccustom ed to it. 
I know 
th at I saw a man w ith a diam ond ring and 
a plain hoop on one finger, a turquoise on 
another, and a ruby-eyed snake w hose coils 
covered ODe jo in t of a th ird , whom I knew 
to be a gentlem an, and had good reason to 
believe thoroughly a m an. 
If these men
